accept the debate on the Porto Rican 
government bill in the 
house 
this 
week as the beginning of a great bat­ 
tle to determine the right and power 
of the United 
States 
to 
maintain 
colonies. 
Administration leaders ex­ 
plain that the in.sistence upon Porto 
Kican tarilTs is due, not to any fear 
of the competition of that small is­ 
land, but to the fact that if Porto 
Kico were admitted to Tae a part of 
the nation, entitled to share its con­ 
stitutional guaranties, the same priv­ 
ilege, or right, must be accorded to 
the PhiJijipines. It is represented that 
the presi(lent, with the majority of 
the leaders of his party, holds that all 
the newdy-acqiiired islands are the 
property of the I’nited 
States, and 
that congress has undoubted poNver to 
legislate for them. 
The democratic 
attitude is that if Porto Rico is to re­ 
main an American possession it must 
be as an integral ])art of the United 
States, and in such case the tariff 
duties for the island m ust be exactly 
the .same as 
those 
governing 
this 
country. 
Decisions of the supreme 
court are quoted by each side in sup­ 
port of tliese conflicting contentions.
